REMARKS 

Changes to Specification: 

A number of minor typographical errors have been discovered upon review of the 
Specification. The above amendment to the specification corrects those errors. No new 
matter has been added. 

Correction to Drawing: 

Enclosed is a replacement sheet for sheet 4 of the drawings with corrections in red. 
Elements 46, 47, 48, and 49 were previously numbered incorrectly. However, the 
discussion of these elements on Page 17 of the Specification makes it clear that the 
intended numbering should be as on the Replacement drawing sheet. 

Also enclosed are replacement sheets for Figures 16 and 18 with corrections in red. In 
both instances the arrow leading into element 166 incorrectly originated with element 165 
rather than element 164.
